Keep it for yourself and for 
those who come after you as a chorislied legacy, for 
it records the triumphant reassertion by our Ameri- 
can people in 1896 of principles bequeathed to us 
at cost of blood and suffering a century before ; of 
principles which alone can insure the preservation 
and perpetuation of our priceless liberties.

GOVERNOR FALKEN8TEIN SERENADED. 

ChieoffOj May Mrf.— An enthusiaBtie anemblage. 
nombering npwmrd of ten thousand torch-bearers, 
and headed by Westenmaier's Band, gathered in 
front of Governor Falkensteitfs residenoe on War- 
ran Street this evening, to serenade him on the oc- 
casion of his fiftieth birthday. In response to load 
calk tlie Governor appeared on tlie balcony, and, 
thanking the assemblage for the compliment ten- 
deied him, addressed them for fully half an hoar 
on the political aitaaUon in general, giving it as his 
opinion that the sncoess of the Labor Party in the 
coming Presidential election is a foregone conda- 
Mon, and urging his hearere to bear in mind that 
their defeat in 1898, due as it was to the treadiery 
and defection of a corporal's guard of electors, 
ahould only render tiiem tiie more careful to put 
none but good men and true on tiielr electoral ticket 
in die coming campaign. The Governor's remarks 
were loudly cheered, and the procesrion, after pa- 
rading tiiiongh a few of the principal streets, quietly 
dispersed. . 

DEATH OF A WELL-KNOWN AMERICAN 
I RESIDENT. 

Mr. Christian 8trt)ebel, of Chicago, died suddenly 
of apoplexy yestwiay momliig at his house in the 
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Rue Galilee. He had compUined of feeling some- 
what unwell on the previous evening, but arose in 
the moruing as usual, went out for a walk, and re- 
turned at To. 80 for breakfast As he was about 
aeating himself at table he suddenly fell to the floor 
and expired before a physician could be summoned. 
His remains will be embalmed and sent to his birth- 
place near Stettin, in Germany, for intennent. 

The death of Mr. Stroebel recalls vividly the 
prominent, if not altogether reputable, part which 
he took as an Illinois elector in the last Presidential 
campaign. Although elected on the Labor ticket, 
Mr. Stroebel (together with one of his co-electors 
of Illinois, another from Pennsylvania, and another 
from Massachusetts) cast his ballot for the National 
candidates, chuming, as did tiie other three above 
mentioned, that he had experienced a change of 
political convictions in the interval succeeding the 
election and preceding tho easting of the ballots. 
Whatever induced the act, it insured, as is well 
known, the ^reversal of the popular will and the 
election of the National candidates. Mr. Stroebel's 
concealment and subsequent flight from the country, 
after several miraculous escapes from infuriated 
mobs and desperate attempts by individuals upon 
his life, are too fresh in our readers^ memory to re- 
quire repetition here. Since his arrival abroad in 
1898, Mr. Stroebel has been living quietiy in Paris, 
anxiously awaiting, it was said, the time when a 
subsidence of public indignation should admit of his 
returning in safety to the United States.

Satform, devoted to the presiding officer, speakers, 
Lretaries. and reporters, is in the ^on*" <>« *« 
building, from which point broad aisles radiate to 
the twelve doorways. The body of Uie house, in- 
terseeted by these aisles, is devoted to the delates 
places, each seat being provided with a desk and 
wriUng materials. The acoustic properties of the 
house have been tested and pronounced feultless.

Si. t/mit, July Zd. — Notwittistandinii' the Uteneas 
of the hour kt which the Oonvention ftdjonmed lut 
night, the grut tnajoritjr of the memben were in 
their seats at the opening cf the seesion at 9 tltis 
inoming. Tlie temporary chairman, Mr. Uc- 
Kinlej, of Ohio, broaf^ht Uib gavel down with a 
•harp rap t> the minute-hand of the great Cenren- 
tion doolc marked the appointed honr, and the aa- 
•ebblage promptly came to order. Early aa the 
hour was, the galleries were already crowded, the 
nriegated ooetnmes of the ladies rendering the old- 
ftahioned simile of a parterre of Howera in the pres- 
ent instance especially appropriate. 

Before buainees waa begnn prayer was offered bj 
the renerabla' Right Reverend Bishop Btarkey, oi 
Northern New Jenejr, who read the imprMdra

prayer' of the Proteatant Episcopal eorrice "for 
Senators and nepresontatiros in Congress auem- 
bled," BO modified as to suit the occasion, and con- 
cluded with the simple wnrds of the Lord's Trayer, 
during which the entire aseoinhlage uncovered and 
I remained standing. 

Scarcely had the echoes of the prelate's " Amen" 
died away when a dozen moiabcrs in different parts 
of the honse were heard calling " Mr. President." 
The floor was awarded to Mr. Briggs, Cliairman of 
the New Hampshire delegation, who at once moved 
that the Convention proceed to effect a permanent 
organization. No objection being offered, the . 
committee appointed yesterday to report a list of 
permanent officers was heard from in the person of 
its chairman, Mr. Qrant, of New York, who stated 
that tlie committee had instructed him to report tlie 
following officers :

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The nominationB were voted upon by oodamation 
toA endoraed witli entliuBiutio applauM. The 
chiiruuin pro tem. appointed Hon, Benrj- W. 
Gradj, of Oeor^it, a committee of one to conduct 
iir. Wuner to tie cliair. Amid deafening ap- 
plauea m few moments later tlie two gentlemen ap- 
peared making their wajr down the nortti ai^e 
toward the rostrum, and it was not nntil fully fire 
minutes after tliey had mounted the steps and stood 
good-naturedly lookini; down upon the vast and 
enthusiastic audience, amid the unavailing attempl* 
of Cliainnan McKinley to restore any seinblanoe of 
order, that the applanso so far subsided as to allow 
Hr. Grady to any i» a voice andiblo only within a 
short diatance around him :

As Ur. Grady ceased speaking the dulcgatee and 
the galleries, who hod only aoen by his gestures that 
he was speaking, but could only guess at what lie 
luid said, burst out into now salvos of applante. 
When it finally subsided— and it only did when 
shepr exhanetion caused tlio aesomblago to desist — 
Senator Wamor, who had through it all preserved 
a singularly calm and placid demeanor, advanced 
to the front of the platform, and in a clear, ringing 
voice audible everywhere in the bailding, thus ad< 
dreawd the Convention :

platfonn by Mr. Grady, and tlie gentlemen v 
had been nominated as SccrcUtiM were duly 
stalled in tlieir respective places. As aeon as or 
w«8 restored, on motion of Mr. Milnor, of Mic 
gun, a vote of lli.mks was tendered to Colo 
Grant, tlie President pro lem., and the Commit 
on Pennanent Organisation was discharged. 
^ The Committee on Crodcntials, through its Clu 
man, Mr. Moultrie Porter, of South Carolina, 
ported that a full representation eitiier by delega 
or alternates was present from every Congrcssioi 
District in tho United Sutes and from tho Ter 
tories, and that there were no contested seats, T 
report was received with cheers and the commiti 
discharged, 

Hon. John W. Minor, of Kansas, offered a pe 
tion in favor of a repeal of the present natanili] 
lion laws, aigned by fifty thousand veterans of i 
War of 1890-91, Colonel Minor spoke briefly, b 
forcibly, in favor of the petition, and asked tliat 
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be reforred to the Committoo on Platform, wliicli 
wu idopted. 

Uuiy petitions, numeroual/ Bignod,iind omanatinf^ 
from ktl nectioru of the uountry, in rclition to Sun- 
dny obeemnce, prohibitivo licenaes. public lund 
la we, pensions, immigration, andamiilliludoof otlior 
topics of more or less public interest, wore presented 
and Bimilarlj' referred. 

Senator Lee, of Virginia, Chairman of tlio Com- 
mittee on FlatforTn, reported ttiat, owing to tlie 
great quantity of eiiggestions and documents of this 
nature submitted for liis committee's consideration, 
it would 1)0 impossible to present a final report for 
the Conrontion'e action earlier than at tlile evun- 
ing's or possibly to-morrow morning's session. It 
was Iho desire of the committee, lie would odd, to 
socord a full and fair hearing to cscli and oil of the 
petitions presented, with a view to embodying in 
the pUtform every plank which could conduce to the 
strength and eymmetry of the atrunture. For the 
present, thorofore, he would merely rejiort progress. 

At tliis point a member of tlie Florida delegation 
movad an adjournment until 7 f.v. Twenty mem- 
bers instantly sprang to their feet to move to lay 
the motion to adjnnm on the table, but the Florida 
member was prevailed upon, as a matter of courtesy, 
to withdraw it before a vote was taken. 

Mr, Mitobcii, of Oregon, obtained the door to 
inquire if there was any business at present before . 
the Convention. 

The President replied that, ponding the report 
Vt tbs Oonunittes on Platform, there «raa no biisi' 
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ness of importance awaiting tho action of the Cor 
vention. 

" Tlien," continued Mr. Mitchell, " I bog, ill 
President, to renew the motion just made that thi 
Convention do now adjourn until sevi^n o'clock thi 
evening," 

No motion to table being made, tho adjonmiRen 
was put and carried.

Section 1 was then read aloud by ono of lite occ- 
rctarios, ond Mr. Wilkina moved ita adoption. 
(Seconded.) 

Mr. Tuliaferro, of Alabama, said tliat tho people 
in Ilia section wera weary of hearing of tho oi^n- 
iaation of labor, and had long come to look upon 
Iho Gxprcesion oa signifying nothing more or less 
political Bchenie or otiior thinly dis- 
guia«d. He for oue had long sinr^ bocomo con- 
vinced thit labor organiaaliotis of all kinda, from 
the time of tho once so- much- vaunted Kntghtaof 
Tjiltor down to the modem " Laborers* Lw^uoe," 
had been doing incalcnlahlo damage, not only to 
the indnstrial and moral intorcsta of the country, 
but to tho misguided tlion^onds who had allowed 
themselves to becomo bound up in them. In this 
opinion ho was sure he would be sustained by dele- 
gates from all parts of tho country, and eapecially 
frotn the larger industrial centres ; and therefore, 
with all due respect to the wisdom and patriotism 
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of the fnmen of tho docament under diMtusion, 
be would move to amend hj striking ont tlie words 
•' to orgaaiae for ita proUxlion and." (Atnead- 
ment Beoondod.) 

Senator Loe statod that wUilo tho committee lud 
GODeiderod tli&t, b; according to labor tlie falleat 
liljert;, tlie^ oficutiialljr silenced oao of the favorite 
aophtatriee of domagogne orators, lio did not con- 
aider tho clanso wliiob it was propoeod to eliminate 
u being vital to the senn of tlie platform. With 
this oxpUnation, he was content to leave tho mat- 
tor to the vote of the Convention. ; 

Mr. Lodge, of MasBachnactts, said that he should ' 
favor the amendment. Though not intended as a ' 
concession to their opponents, tlie cIbiibo would be 
wilfully misconstrued as bmcIi by them ; and he for 
one believed it was not tlie temper of this Conven- 
tion to give occssion for any such misconstnietion. 
(Applanse.) 

The amendment was pnt to vote and carried, and 
the auction (1) as amended was adopted. 

Section 2 was then road, and Mr. Hitchcock, of ■ 
Colorado, moved its adoption. (Seconded.) 

Colonel Minor, of Kansas, thought that the time 
had come when the privilege of citiEenship of the 
United States ahould bo pnt at a premium even 
higher than that recommended by tlie committee. 
In his jndgment tin* land was (tiling up too rapidly 
already, and immediate action must be taken to 
protect the interests of those who, whether by birth 
or natiiraliziiti'on, hsd nirpady Iraen so fortunate aa 
t« acquire the rigilits of ottixens in this Sepnblio.

Moreover, he favored stringent action to exclude 
that class of immigration which came here aimptf 
to settle long enough to ac'iuire a comiielcncy with- 
out citizenship, and thou return with its booty to 
the land of ita origin, thora to denounce and vilifj 
republican institutions In general and tho United 
States in particular. It wus estimated by carofnl 
statisticians that hundreds of thouaands of dollan 
of wealth were annually thus taken out of oar 
country, only to its detriment, by this class of in- 
terlopers. He moved therefore, as a first amend- 
ment, to strike out the wordo " fivo hiiudrod tlol- 
lare," snd to snbstituto therefor tho words "one 
thousand dollars" in tho opening clauRO of the boo- 
tion under consideration. (Seconded.) 

Ex-Govcmor Forakor, of Ohio, rciiiindo<l tlie 
Convention that this would be cijnivaloiit to a com- 
plete stoppnge of immigration, aa it waa an un- 
doubted fact that not one in ton thousand of the 
immigrants coming to us from abroa.) bronght with 
him 'or could witJiin twelve months amnss a sum 
of money eqnal to one thonsand dollars. lie was 
not prepared to say that he disapproved of tlw 
amendment or that he considered further immigra- 
tion at all desirable, yet it was well the Convention 
should hear the facts of the caeo in mind and veto 
on this question knowingly. 

Mr. Roosevelt, of New York, thought wo had 
been furnishing free farms for tho surplus popula- 
tion of Europe quite long enough. Lot us shut tlw 
doors now and hang out a placard, " No sUnding 
room," and let the countries of the Old World aend 




their orerflow to till the water-flhede of the Oongo 
tad the Oxui. 

Mr. Hero, of LouisiuiB, thought there were two 
■idea to tliia qneation. There still remiun nun^ 
pndeveloped uid ipuseljr settled nctiona of the 
Soutliwwt— in his own Stato, Texas and the Indi&ii 
Territory, for instance — into which a stream of 
foreign immigration might be turned for some 
jresra to come with great advantage. 

ar. Rooaevelt said that while admitting the itn- 
mediate advantages whicli might reeult tobudiloGal- 
itios, he could not aoe how moremonta toward any 
particular locality could bo directed or controlled. 
Experience showed thnt the stream of immigration, 
clioosing its own channels, moved westward on cer* 
tain latitudinal lines ; to try to send it elsewhere 
would he fntile. It must be oithor left unchecked 
or mnat be chocked entirely. In the latter case, 
tlie normal increase of our present seventy milliona 
would in a comparatively few years people np and 
develop all such sections aa tlioee referred to by tlie 
gentleman from Louisiana. 

The amendment was then pnt to a vote and car- 
ried. 

Ur. Miles, of California, moved a farther amend- 
ment by striking out the words " twelve years" in 
the olaose raferring to the requisite period for nat- 
aralixation, and aDbstituting therefor the words 
"seven yetra." Ho stated that, in view of the 
amendment jnst adopted, he considered a sufficient 
barrior had already been created against a continn- 
anoe of the present easy and indiscriminate aoquire- 
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mont of citir.cnship, and ho believed, therefore, tho 
period might safely be reduced to seven years of 
continuous residence. (Seconded.) 

Colonel }[inor, of Knneas, tnoved to amend the 
amendment by striking out tho word " seven" snd 
Bul>Bti tilting tho word " ten" therefor. (Seconded.) 

Tho latter amendment was put to vote and car- 
ried, and tlio section (2) as amended was then read 
over, and adopted as a whole. 

Section 3 having been rend, Judge rilmnn, of 
Massachnectts, moved its adoption. (Sccumled.) 

Senator r<eo, apcuking for (ho Cominitlco on 
Platform, said that ho dcxircd hero to make a full 
and explicit statement of the motives which had 
prompted his committee to insert nnnneipiii'Ocal Pro- 
hibition plank in the Nationnl platform. " Speak- 
ing for myself," said the senator, "I frankly confcHS 
that while deploring tho oxccssivo use of alcoholic 
slimnlantp, I am not and never have been an advo- 
cate of tcototnlicm, and in this view 1 am without 
doiiht sustained by a large numbor of thono within 
the sound of my voice. (" Hear, hear.") But, gen- 
tlemen, wo wish to have it undcratood that we am 
not iiiBcnsiblo te the great and widespread hold which 
tho Prohihitiou movement has taken upon tho sen- 
sible, law-abiding elements of our population in all 
parts of tho country during tho last ten years. We 
aro not insonsible either to the fact that while 
thousands of respectable, God-fearin;; citiEens of 
the United Slates deem it no offence to God or 
man to occasionally follow the scriptural injunc- 
tion, ' Ttke a little wine for the stemach'a sakOf* 
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tliere are jet thousands, aye, tens of thoiuands, of 
oihen who make an abase of the habit to the detri- 
ment and ultimate rain of their bodily and pecuni- 
ary and domestic welfare. We deplore the fact that 
in all our cities and towns groggerics abound as 
snares and pitfalls for the idle and the young ; we 
see men growing ridier and richer in this unholy 
triifflc, gradually winning their way to munici- 
pal, legislative, and even Congressional trast, and 
throwing all the wealth and influence thereby ac- 
quired into the scales to perpetuate or further their 
own schemes of interest and self-aggrandizement, 
without contributing one iota to the welfare of the 
oonntry or its individual inhabitants. Gentlemen, 
the man must be blind, the citizen must be no 
pstriot, who does not recognize, deplore, and strive 
to remedy this monstrous evil ; and it is in this spirit I 
tliat your committee, putting asido any question of ] 
personal wishes or preferences, has resolved to give J 
an outspoken and fearless recognition to the de- i 
nianda of the Prohibition element Wliat we pro- I 
pose, gentlon«en, in case of obtaining control of the 
Government for the next four years^ is, by means 
. of internal revenue taxation or customs duties, to 
put such a price upon a glass of beer, or alcoholic 
liquor^ domestic or imported, in these United 
States, as to make general indulgence in such bev- 
ersges practically a matter of impossibility. This 
k the oondusion to which your committee has 
oome, and we earnestly commend it to your adop- 
tion.^ (Applause.) 
Mr. Wheeler, of ^ew York, said he M beoQ 
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fighting the good fight against the growing domi- 
nance of the liquor power for these twenty years, 
and it made his heart glad to hoar the words just 
spoken by the distinguislied gentleman from Vir- 
ginia. They reflected the crystallization of a senti- 
ment which had been baptizi^ in its infancy by the 
blood of the martyred Iladdock in Iowa, and whirli 
had since been constantly growing and ripening, 
until it now found recognition and expression from 
all respectable classes of the population. This 
plank in the platform was in his opinion fully as 
important as that preceding one already adopted in 
regard to naturalization, and deserving of fully as 
earnest consideration. There were in this country 
fully one million voters who demanded it as a ^m 
qua n(m of tlieir support of any political platform, 
and, as a National man, as a lover of the Union, its 
history and its hopes, he thanked God that this re- 
cognition had at last been accorded to principles 
which he had so long and so fervently advocated. 

Ifr. Long, of Tennessee, said that he liad all his 
life been accustomed to the moderate use of 
whiskey, and felt that it lisd done him no hann ; 
but to-day a great principle iins at stake, and if it 
came to the question of the Union and no whiskey, 
or whiskey and no Union, he would give up the 
whiskey and take the Union every time. (Laugh- 
ter and cries of ** Hear, hear.'*) 

Rev. Mr. Dunham, of Iowa, said that, while not 
wishing to head off discussion of this weighty ques- 
tion, the evening was advsncing and scarcely a tliird 
of the platform liad yet been discussed, ^e th^r^- 
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fore beggedi as no amondment had been offered, to 
call for the previona qnestion on Jadge Pitman's 
motion. 

Judge Foxy of Kentncky, in rising to second Mr. 
Dnnhain's call for the previons question, bagged to 
point out the fact that the method proposed for the 
suppression of the prevalent abuse of malt and alco- 
holic drinks by means of heavj taxation was a per- 
fectly constitutional one, coming witliin the functions 
of Congress under the proTisions of Act I., Section 
8, of tlia United States Constitution, known as ** the 
general welfare clause." As one who had for jears 
advocated preliibitive measures, he would here ex- 
press his acknowledgments to the gentlemen who 
had framed the platform for their outspoken ex- 
proasion of opinion in regard to this national evil 
and their admirable suggestion of a means for its 
repression. 

The previous question was then put, and Section 
8, having been again read, was adopted. 

Section 4, the Sunday-observance phmk, was then 
read* 

Hon. Mr. Waterman, of l(icliigan, moved its 
adoption. (Seconded.) 

Mr. Hotchkiss, of Connecticut, said that he came 
from a land where the people still believed more or 
loss in the Sunday of our forefathers. By this he 
did not mean the old Bluo-law Sunday of Puritan 
times, when it was prescribed that no man sliall 
Uss his own wile on Sunday, nor any other man's 
wife on any other day (laughter), but a Sunday of 
peace and quiet and abstention from undue excite- 
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ment and revelry ; a Sunday of rest from kbor, not 
only for one's self and family, but for his man-ser- 
vant and his maid-servant, for his cattle, and for the 
stranger that is witliin his gates. Rational amuse- 
ment is not inseparable from a Christian Sabbath ; 
but for one reared under American institutions, 
rational amusement docs not embrace Sunday beer- 
gardens, dancing, so-called sacred concerts, base-ball 
matches, and so on. Let us look the facts in tlic 
face, and resolve to return to the Sabbath of our 
forefathers ; let us as a nation impress by example 
upon the minds of our children and our children's 
children tlie divine injunction, ** Remember the 
Sabbath day to keep it holy." 

Mr. Chilson, of Missouri, said that, to his think- 
ing, the sentiment of this Convention, composed as 
it was almost enUrely of native Americans, was all 
one way on this subject. If any one, even though 
not wliat is called, strictly speaking, a pious man— 
. and he, the speaker, was not a diureli-inombcr— - 
wanted- to see what the expreesion ** Free Sunday" 
meant, let him stay over Sunday here in St. Louis 
and see what was going on in the German quarter 
and the suburbs. He could name one quarter in 
the northern part of the city where every third 
house was a beer and dance saloon, open and crowded 
from Sunday noon to midnight, where concerts, 
cock-fights, and card-playing were openly indulged 
in on Sundays, within the sound of a dozen ohureh- 
bells. As an American, he was opposed to this 
and wanted to see it stopped. 
Mr. Otis, of New York, said that in his opinion 
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tlie time had not arrived — and he prajed Ood it 
never would — for transplanting the Continental 
Sanda/ to our ahorea and incorporating it as an 
American institution. Let Paris iiave her c(tfi 
ckanianUf Munich Iter mammoth beer-gardens and 
brew-houseS| Vienna her Sunday open-air concerts 
in the Prater — ^thej are all, perhaps, well enough in 
their place« but thej do not fit in 'Boston, New 
York, or Chicago. No man raised under American 
ideas and desiring to see those ideas perpetuated 
could for one moment countenance such an innova- 
tion. He tlianked the committee for its forcible 
and timely quotation on this subject from the Fare- 
well Address of the Father of his Country, and 
hoped that those simple but eloquent words would 
sink deep into the heart of every American who 
loved the welfare of our common country. 

Mr. Wilson, of Illinois, tlionght that in no way 
was our past laxity in the admission of foreigners, 
and especially Oormans, to oitisonship more clearly 
and painfully exemplified than in the growing in- 
solence of this Free Sunday movement. Every 
immigrant coming to us from the Continent of 
Europe had been allowed the belief that, this being 
8 '^ free*' country, ho could bring in witli his Lares 
8nd Penates all his Continental habits and customs, 
and that no saoriiice whatever of these was required 
as a condition to acquirement of citizensliip. And 
yet one oondition was a devotion to the principles 
of the Constitution ; how could any man be at heart 
devoted to those principles who was willing to 
seenlariie the Sabbath and make it a day of rioting 
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and revelry! Better not have had this mudi- 
vanntcd stream of immigration than to have had it 
thus poison tlie hitherto dear waters of our public 
morals in tliis regard. 

There being no further remarks, the section (4) 
was re-read and adopted. 

Section 5, the religious and educational clause, 
was next road, and a motion, made by Mr. Simmons, 
of Colorado, for its adoption was put and carried 
without discussion. Tour correspondent loams tliat 
the provision limiting public rudimentary instnic- 
tion to the English limgnngo moots with general 
favor among educational men in Uio Convention. 

Section 0, relating to public improvements and 
the public land laws, next came up for discuMion, 
and Mr. Carroll, of Maryland, moved its adoption. 
(Seconded.) 

Senator Reed, of Maine, wliilo assured tliat the 
sentiment of the C<mvontion was fully in accord 
with the two leading iilcns embraced in this section, 
desired to call attention to the especial importance 
of the former of the two— viz., the establishing of 
a system of great public improvement befitting the 
greatness, the resources, and the neccflsitios of tlio 
countiy. lie wished to see an improved system of 
light-houses along the entiro lino of our coast on 
botli oceans ; he wished to see our system of navi* 
gation on tlio Great Lakes developed and improved ; 
he wished to see massive stone bridges spanning 
many of our groat rivers at points where the de- 
mands of interstate commerce should dictate ; he 
wished to see a general system of forestry, modelled 
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after the meet edentific STitems of Bwitierland, 
Franoei end Oermany, introdnoed hj the general 
GoTerameiit at the earliest poMible moment ; he 
wished to see the surplus funds and the snrplns 
labor of the ooontrj pat to woric in organizing and 
eariTing oat great sjfstems of drainage, great works 
of eogineeringy and great works of harbor and river 
improfomenty oommensarate with tlie growing de- 
mands of oar agrioaltaral, industrial, and eommor- 
eial interests. We are richer tlian an/ other nation 
on the face of the planet Shall we allow these 
sorplus millions derirod from the people to continue 
to rest in the Treasury vaultSi or shall we allow them 
to rerert to the people in the practical and benefi- 
cent manner proposed t (Applause.) 

Mr. Lehmd, of California, alluding to the public 
land danse, farored stringent measures looking to 
the further prerention of foreigners, whether cor- 
porations or indiriduals, from taking up for specu- 
latipe purposes the best and most desirable portions 
of the public domain to the ezdusbn of actual bona- 
JUe settlers. In his State, and he learned also in 
Texas and other States, this evil had long since 
become a crying one, demanding immediate and 
stringent action, and he knew of no time better than 
the present for taking the matter in hand and strik- 
ing while the iron is hot 

Without further debate the section (6) was then 
re-read and adopted. 

Sections 7 and 8 were succ^ssiTelj read and 
adopted without discussion, as the hour was abeadj 
growing hte and the Oonvention seemed generally 
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satisfied with their comprehensiveness and purport 
It was five minutes after ten wlien the pUtform, 
having been once more read over as amended, was 
unanimously adopted as a whole. The Convention 
then gave expression to its satisfaction by tliree 
times three, with the addition of an enthusiastic 
** tiger*' from tlie direction of the Louisiana dele- 
gation. 

Mr. Oray, of Indiana, moved that when tlie Con- 
vention adjourn it be to meet at A.K. to-morrow, 
the 4th inst 

Mr. Phdps, of New Jersey, moved to amend by 
adding, ** and that the Convention do then proceed 
to ballot for candidates of the National Party for 
Preddent and Yice-Preddent of the United States.** 

The amendment and motion were suocosdvdy 
adopted, after which the Convention adjoamed.

PhUaddphtOf 8.80 P.M. — A meeting estimated 
at twenty thousand strong assembled at the comer 
of Broad and Market, and presided over by the 
veteran Congressman William D. Kdley, has 
adopted resolutions ratifying the St Louis nomina- 
tiona. The secretary of the meeting was instracted 
to send a telegraphic despatch addressed to ** Adama 
and Lee, St Louis,'* pledging the candidates a 
majority of forty thousand votes from tlio Quaker 
City. Chestnut, Walnut, Market, Broad, and 
other principal streets are brilliantly illuminated, 
and unbounded enthusiasm prevails. 

BalUmare^ 9 P. if. —Monument Square is 
thronged by a respectable mob of Nationalists cheer- 
ing themselves hoarse for Adams and Lee. On 
Federal Hill a salute is being fired by a detaclimont 
of the Maryland Ouards. On Baltimore, Pratt, 
Saratoga, Calvert, and otlier streets many buildings 
are illuminated. A banner bearing the names of

TKE OVATION TO MR. ADAMS. 

It having boon announced in yesterday afternoon's 
papers that lion. Charles Francis Adams, tho 
National candidate for the Presidency, would arrive 
at 7 P.M. by the Erie express, and would stop over 
night in tho city, crowds of pcopio assembled at tho 
Chaml)brs and Twonty-tliird Street forrics at the ap- 
pointed hour to catch a glimpse of tho distinguished 
statesman who now occnpies so prominent a posi- 
tion in the eyes of the country — indeed, of the entire 
tirorld. Those who wnited at the down-town ferry 
were disappointed, as Mr. Adams, accompanied by 
Judge Rnowlton, Mr. Lodge, and Senator Reed, 
of Maine, crossed by tho Twenty-third Street boat, 
John King. On landing ho was at once recognized 
with tumultuous cheers by the crowd, but succeeded 
in escaping tlie pressure of tho throng by entering a 
carrisA;^^ which awaited him inside the ferry gateS| 
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and amid loud ones of ** Hurrah for Adaina I'' and 
calla for a speech, waa driren off up Twentj-third 
Siraei to the Fifth Avenae Hotel Within an hour 
after his arrival the crowd which liad gathered 
about the hotel had assumed such dimensions that 
Superintendent Uurra/ orderod an extra polico 
foroe on du^ for the purpose of keeping the thor- 
oughfares open and averting possible attempt at dis- 
turbance bj the Labor element The crowd, liow- 
erePi was perfectly order!/ and good-natured, and 
contented itself with incessant cheering and cries 
for Mr. Adaros*s appearance. Although somewhat 
latigued from his long jounie/, Mr. Adams stated 
to a committee of twentj-five representative citi- 
Bens, headed hj J. Beaver Pago, Esq., who waited 
upon him at 8.30 to tender the respects of the 
National clubs of the cit/ of New York, Uwt ho 
would willingly address a few words to the assem- 
bled multitude. Ho was acoordingl/ introduced bj 
Mr. Page to the crowd from the balcony, and was 
greeted by an indescribable manifestation of enthu- 
siasm. As soon as order was sufficiently restored 
to enable his words to be audible, he addressed the 
people as follows :

ChioagOy July lltA.— Many of the Labor delegates 
have already arrived, and every train brings new 
accessions. John Most is the guest of State Senator 
Witkowsky on Walnut Street, Alderman Shevitch 
is stopping at the Michigan House, Theodore 
Blum is at his brother's on the North Side, and 
Morris Grunwald enjoys Uie hospitality of his sister, 
the widow of the late Oongressman Faas. The 
Oentral Oommittee have temporarily established 
their headquarters at the new Arbcitor Hall, on 
Desplaines Street, where a register has been opened 
for the signatures of all new arrivals. Everywhere 
on the streets one meets knots of Labor men eagerly 
discussing the coming Oonvention and its probaUe 
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•otlon. In a oonvonatlon tliis morning with a 
noted leader in the party's oonncik, your oorro- 
spondent inqaired as to Uie drift of feeling among 
the delegates already here on the sabjeotof the 
nominations. The reply was that all the senti- 
ment tlius far appenre to be one way— viz., tliat a 
Western man, pn>bably from lUinois or Indiana, 
most head the ticket, with a New Yorker for the 
■eoond place. 

" Who are the prominent Western men princi- 
pally named in connection with tlio Presidential 
nomination t*" I asked. 

** Oh, we have half a dozen availablo men,' ' was 
the reply. " Parley, of Indiana— he's from Jeffer- 
sonyilloy you know— has a good many warm snp- 
porters ; so, too, has Chu'ke, of Fort Wayne, and 
Congressman Lohmann, from the First District 
Among the Illinois men, Frankenstein, of this city, 
has a big following, and Miller is not far behind 
hun, while the Springfield delegation have had a 
orowd op here for a week past pushing the ehdms 
of their &yorite, Chris. Stalilman, who declined the 
renomination for Congress last year." 

" Who stands the best chance, in yonr opinion P' 

** That's liard to say. Conventions are uncertain 
things, yon know. It doesn't make much differ- 
onoe anyhow. « Principles, not men,' is our motto. 
We are sure anyhow of a majority of the electoral 
Tote this timoi no matter whom we nominate." 

** And the platform t" I suggested. 

" Oh, we shall take broad ground in the state- 
ment of our opinions and the framing of our de- 
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niands, depend on that. Satisfied that the majority 
of the American people sro with us, we shall not 
hesitate to avow boldly our belief in the new order 
of so-called socialistic revolutionary ideas, and our 
contempt for tlie shallow, nnti(|uatcd, social, and 
governmental theories which, though they might 
have been good enough for the thirteen States of 
179tf, are inadequate to tlie demands of the forty 
States and seventy millions of people of the Union 
as it existo now in 1800." 

I begged to correct the gentleman's history by 
reminding him that in 1706 there were already six- 
teen States in the Union, Vermont, Kentucky, and 
Tennessee having been added to the original thir- 
teen. The correction, though he was not prepared 
to dispute it, was evidently not to his liking, for ho 
suddenly discovered that he had a pressing engage- 
ment elsewhere, and so the interview ended.

MobiU,Julyl2tK, 10 P.if.— During the "Adams 
and Leo" mtification meeting to-night at the comer 
of Royal and Oovemment streets a disturbance was 
created by a crowd of men and boys, both white 
and colored, who were evidently present for that 
parpoee. During the speech of tlie venerable ex- 
Scnator Pugh tliey frequently interrupted him with 
cries of " Sit down I" and other offensive remarks, 
until the presiding ofiicer. Mayor Bromberg, inter- 
vened and requested the police to arrest the offend- 
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en. At this a roUej of stones and other missiles 
were thrown at the pktfomiy and a miU^ ensued, 
in which many pistol-shots were exchanged. The 
distorbers of the meeting were re-enforced hj lai^ 
accessions from Spanish Alley and also from the 
north end of the town, and renewed the attack in 
the most determined manner. Oliiof Boss and all 
the aTailable police were promptly on hand, and 
with the assistance of citizen Tolnnteers succeeded 
in arresting some thirty of the offenders and lodging 
them in the lock-up. The remainder retreated up 
Boyal Street, but made another desperate stand at 
the comer of St Frauds, where the officerB and 
dtiiens, now re-enforced by Hibemia fire Oom- 
V^^Jt Agun attacked them and put them to flight, 
most of the rioters retreating in the direction of the 
Mobile and (Miio Depot Up to the present hour 
no further disturbance has occurred. The casualties 
are numerous. Three of the rioters, Louis Mareo- 
Titoh, Heinrich Walms, and a colored boy. Mat 
Wilson, were killed, and some twenty others more 
or less seriously wounded. Policeman Henry Dar- 
rell was shot through the heart, Policeman Sweetser 
has a bullet in the abdomen and will probably die, 
Oorporal Bamett is shot through the shoulder, and 
Policeman Randell was knocked senseless by a 
stone. Paul Atldnson, a conductor on the Bir- 
mingham Railroad, was shot in the throat, and has 
since died. Oeorge Thomrs, derk in the First 
National Bank, is also badly wounded by a pistol- 
shot, and many other dtizens, whose names are not 
y«t reported, were more or less injured.

Chicago^ July 15^.— Tlie Labor Conrention was 
called to order at 9 a.m. by Hon. Peter Huber, of 
Illinois, who nominated John Most as Temporary 
Chairman. The nomination was carried by acda- 
mation with storms of applause, and Herr Most, on 
ascending the platform, merely tlianked the Con- 
vention for (ho honor, and proceeded straight to 
business. Messrs. Trimbadi, of the Pittsbui^ Ar- 
heUetf and Schnaufelberger, of the Now Yorker 
Revclutumj were appointed secretaries ^^fio iiem.y and 
Mr. Booney, of Delaware, then moved tluit the 
chair be anUiorized to appoint committees on Cre- 
dentials, on Permanent Oi^nization, and on Plat- 
form, the said committees to consbt of seven mem- 
bers each. 

Great confusion ensued, and cries of '* I protest I" 
arose fronr various parts of the house. Mr. Rooney 's 
motion being seconded and debate being impossible, 
the qliainnan put the motion and declared it carried. 

At this point a disturbance occurred in the seats 
occupied by the Alabama delegation, between a 
white and colored delegate. Cries of '^ Fire *em 
both out !*' were heard. A policeman appeared, 
but was unceremoniously hustled in the crowd 
before he could reach the point where the disorder 
existed. The mUie threatened to become general, 
when suddenly cries of *' Order there I** ** Ilear, 
hear," turned the attention of all parties to the plat- 
form, M'here Chairman Most was already reading the 
following list of members of the committees from a 
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paper which he had produced from his vost pocket, 
Ws.:

A colored delegate from Mississippi, named Poite- 
rent, rose excitedly and protested against the or- 
gsnization of the committees as having been 
" packed '' in advance. Only two colored men, 
Johnson of Yirginia and Williams of South Caro- 
Una, had been assigned places, and neither of these 
on the Committee on Platform, whero it was espe- 
cially desired tlmt oolorod laboring men should have 
a voice. Ho protested in ilie name of— 

"I call for the motion to adjourn, *' slioutod 
IM^gate Hanselmann. The motion was put and 
decUred carried, and in the midst of cries of '< Mr. 
Oiiairman*' from all sides the majority of the dele- 
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gates rushed for the doors, after a proliminaiy ses- 
sion which had lasted scarcely an hour.

tliat an men are free and equal ; we aaaert the Uni- 
venal Brotherhood of Mankind, regardlev of race, 
language, frontier, eroed, or condition ; we denj 
the right of property. ; wo affirm that ha>or ia tlie 
atandafd of all measares of valae ; onr aim ia a Re- 
poblic in which every citizen ahall be annred an 
adequate anbaiatence from a common prnve ; we 
recognise and deplore the exiatence^of traditional 
aodal canaea which for the present render our 
theoriea of an ideal Republic impoaaible of appli- 
cation ; we pledge ourBclves to use OTery means and 
endearor, public and private, to combat these 
cansesy and by their removal open the way to .an 
overthrow of error, a triumph of freedom, and the 
complete disenthralment of man. To this end we 
declare : 

1. Tliat a thorough revision of tlio OonstituUon of 
tlie United States is imperatively neceasaiy, with 
a view to adapting that instrument to the require- 
ments of modem ideas and theories of Republican 
government. 

9. That we favor a progressive system of taxation, 
placing the principal burden of supporting tlie 
State upon Uie shoulders of the larger property 
owners and capitalists, where it rightly belongs. 

a. Tliat we consider every able-bodied male of 
twenty-one yeani of age and upward, who shall 
have resided for two years in the United States, as 
entitled to claim the privileges of citizenship. 

4. That we repudiate the narrow-minded Puritan- 
ical ideas handed down by the bigoted earlier set- 
tlers of this continent, preecHbing an exclusively 
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religious observance of one day in seven, and an 
abstinence from malt and alcoliolic beverages. 
We claim for eadi and every citizen the largest 
liberty in these regards consistent with actual 
non-infringement on the liberty of any other. 

5. We assort the dignity of labor and the right of 
the laboring man to a fair, full, and free hearing 
in every court of justice, regardless of tlie 
tyranny of wealth or official influence. 

0. We favor tlio co-education of tlie sexes, and de- 
mand that instruction in Uie public schools bo 
imparted in both the English and the Oerman 
languages. 

7. We advocate — 

(a) A system of public improvements to be con- 
ducted under the auspices of the Oonoral Gov- 
emroent and upon a scale sufficient to guarantee 
a means of livelihood to the masses of unem- 
ployed workinginon of the land ; 

(h) A system of Gk>vcmincnt pensions for all sick 
and disabled workinginen who sluill have been 
for two years or upward in the Government 
employ ; and 

(c) An accident insurance system, either State or 
Federal, or both, for workinginen of all classes. 

8. We denounce any official interference whatso- 
ever in the freedom of thought, of speech, or tlio 
press, as well as in the right of public meeting 
for the redress of grievances ; and wo protest 
against the prostitution of the public force, 
whether police or military, for the suppression of 
these, the inviolable rights of every freeman. 
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9. We Qfge legislation tending to the overthrow of 
monopolieei to an equable distribntion of the 
prooeeds of labor, to a regulation of the honra of 
labor, and to an equalization of the burdena as 
well as of the rights and privileges incident to the 
present oiganiaation of sodetj. 

No sooner was the reading of the platform con- 
eluded than a motion was made simultaneouslj by 
twentj difEerent members that it be nnanimonslj 
adopted. 

Mr. Shmnieh. Mr. President and gentlemen of 
the Convent— 

Twenty vaicei. I move its adoption. I second 
that motion. 

Tk$ Prendent (rapping with his gavel vigorously). 
The Oonvention will come to order. Mr. Shevitch 
has the floor. 

Jfr. Sheniteh. Your Oommittee on Platform sub- 
mits the— 

Loud erie$. We don't want no speech ; I move 
its adoption ; second the motion. 

Tk$ Preridmii (rapping louder). Oome to order, 
gentlemen, come to order. 

The motions to adopt were renewed with re- 
doubled vigor, and although many of the more 
orderly members strove to restore silence in order 
to allow Mr. Shevitch to speak, it was in vain ; the 
demand for adoption without debate grew louder 
and stormier, until the whole house was in a con* 
tinned hubbub. Mr. Shevitch then good-naturedly 
handed hia manuscript to the Secretary, and bowing, 
ivtired to his place amid deafening applause. Dele 
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gate Lawton, of Rhode Island, mounted on the 
shoulders of two others, was die first to catch the 
President's eye. '' I move the adoption of the 
platform as read, Mr. President/' he cried. A 
score of voices seconded the motion. 

*' Qentlemen, you have heard the motion," said 
President Stahlman. ** Are there any remarks t" 

Delegate Seneca Hampton, of South Oarolina, 
succeeded in getting the floor, and protested against 
thus choking off debate. He, for one, as a native- 
bom American negro and workingman, desired to 
say there were many points in the platform, as read, 
which did not conform to American ideas and which 
could never appeal to American support He de- 
sired to enter his pro— 

Ones of *' Question, question." 

DeUgaU HampUm. Mr. President, if this Con- 
vention is to 1)0 conducted in such a manner as 
to stifle all discussion and shut off all expression of 
opinion tliat docs not agree with the cut-and-driod 
plans of a clique of political leaders, then, I ask, 
what are we here for t Mr. President, I move as 
an amendment Uiat the platform be taken up section 
by section to be voted upon. 

Several colored delegates promptly seconded the 
amendment. 

Delegate Schneider, of Ohio, moved to table the 
amendment (Oarried.) 

Delegate Lawton's motion to adopt the platform 
as read was then put and oarried amid a stormy out- 
cry of protests from different parts of the Ocmven- 
tion, in which tlie colored delegates were eapeoially 
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prominent. A motion to reeonBider was promptly 
tabled, and President Stahlman declared the plat- 
form adopted. (Load cheers and applause, the 
band phiying the ** Wacht am Biiein.") 

The Oommittee on Credentials, through its Oliair- 
man, announced its readiness to report, and stated 
that in order to expedite business, aroid dehiy, and 
insure harmony, it had been decided to seat in each 
eontested district tlie double delegations, giring 
each a half vote. (Report adopted.) 
. Mr. Podoscjsnskjr, of Oregon, moved tliat the 
Convention do now adjourn to reassemble at 7 p.m. 

Delegate Peocato, of Texas, moved to amend hj 
adding '*and then proceed at once to ballot for 
candidates for President and Vice-President of the 
Um'ted SUtes.'* 

Amendment and motion were adopted, and the 
President deofaured the Convention adjourned to 

7 P.M. 



EVENING SESSION. 

The Convention reassembled at 7 p.m. purraant to 
adjournment, President Stahlman in the chair. 

The roll of the varioiis State delegations having 
been esUed, the President announced that nomina- 
tions for the choice of the Convention for a candi- 
date for the Presidency of the United States were 
in order. 

Messrs. Booney, Fohrman, and Hogg were ap- 
pointed tellers. 

Mr. Penna, of Indiana, nominated Hon. John 
Fagin, of 






Mr. Oreonwuld, of Illinois, nominated Hon. 
Christopher Scbiinnann, of Pennsylvania. 

Mr. Litchman, of Pcunsylvania, nominated 
Robert Blissert, of New York. 

Mr. Cuno, of Now York, nominated Hon. Henry 
A. Robinson, of Michigan. 

Mr. Ooldsmith, of Tennessee, nominated Hon. 
John C. Short, of MassachuBOtts. 

Mr. Rosenfeld, of Maryland, nominated Morris 
Pincus, of California. 

Mr. Poindoxter, of Alabama, nominated George 
Washington, of Arkansas. 

The nominations being dosed, a motion to pro- 
coed to ballot forthwith was made and carried. 
There was mnch confnsion and delay before the 
calling of the roll by States began, and the hands 
of the Convention clock already pointed to nine 
o'clock when the spokesman of tho Alabama dele- 
gation announced the vote of his State as " two for 
Wasl\ington and the remainder for Schiirmann." 
As each State delegation's vote was announced and 
recorded mingled cheers and hisses resounded 
through tho hall. Pennsylvania's entire vote was 
deposited for her '' favorite son'' SchUrmann. The 
California delegation gave Pincus but one vote. 
Robinson, of Michigan, received the entire vote of 
his delegation, and part of those of Ohio, Wisconsin, 
and Iowa. The Massadiusotts delegation were 
about equally divided on Short and Blissert On 
this ballot in no single instance save tliat of Penn- 
sylvania was the nndivided vote of any State bo- 
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■lowed on any candidate. The rasnlt was dedaied 
hj the Seoretarjr as follows :

The hwlem prooeedings which tho tolegrapn ro- 
popti this mornhig from all parts of tlie countiy in- 
ddont to so-callod Labor " rejoicings" and " ratifi. 
cations*' of the " nobodj" nominations at Chicago 
are a fair indication of what tlie decent, Uw-abiding 
people of the United Sutes have to expect and be 
prepared for during tlie present poliUcal campaign. 
At Cincinnati a prooession of howling raffians 
carrying black and rod flags fired into tho windows 
of chnroheB and private dwellings ; at Pittsbuig, 
the home of the Labor Presidential candidate* 
peaceable dtixens were attacked and beaten, a 
United Sutes flag was hauled down and a red flag ' 
ran up in ito stead, and the streets rang with 
dnmken oigies during the entire night ; in Cliarles- 
ton the Labor element failing to obtain a cannon 
fop flring their salnte, attempted to break into tlie 
Armory, and only by the greatest flrmness and for- 
boarance was a serioos riot averted ; at 8t Paul 
the houses of prominent Nationalists were sur- 
rounded by disorderly crowds and threatened with 
•ttack ; at San Francisco an " Adams and Lee" 
bannep was torn down and publicly burned on Mont- 
gomery Street These are but a few instances culled 
at random from the voluminous despatches given 
on anothep page, but all showing a deliberate spirit 
of resistance to kw, and a studied intent to rephm 
calm political. aiKumoit by violence, disorder, and 
Woodshed. Undcp these cireumstanoes, it becomes 
the duty of every ordcp-Ioving dtiien to h<dd him- 



self in readiness to maintain peace and order, and 
secure a fair election at every cost. We do not 
believe tliat the time has yet arrived wlien the sober, 
Qod-fearing, law-abiding people of the United 
States will quietly allow themselves to be overawed 
by an oi^ganissed mob of ruffians and desperadoes, 
even when the latter may pretend to be acting 
undcp the guise of a political party. The laws and 
tribunals still exist, and we trust that speedy and ex- 
emplary justice will be meted out in every instance, 
and without fear or favor, to the disturbers of yes- 
terday's peace.

WashinffUm. Jyiy \%th. — Early risers tliis morn- 
ing were startled at seeing a hlack-and*red Labor 
flag floating from the summit of the Capitol. Some 
audacious intruder had evidently managed during 
the night to gain access to the dome, run up the 
flag,*'and escape undiscovered. Nigiit Watcliman 
IlMley, of the Capitol police, who was on duty last 
night in the Senate Chamber basement, reports 
having found a door open on the east side of tlie 
building at half-past two this morning, but suppos- 
ing it was the result of carelessness on the part of 
one of the janitors, he locked it and tliought no 
more of the matter until the discovery of the flag 
recalled the droumstance. An active search is 
being made to discover and punish the perpetrator 
of the outrage. Public indignation Is aroused, and 
tliere is a general demand that the captain of the 
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Ckpitol police sliall be held responsible and brouglit 
to trial for neglect of daty.

TIio Lsbor Party held a mass-meeting last open, 
ing on Federal Hill, the attendance being estimated 
at as many as ten thonsand persons. The speakers 
were Jolm Host, of New York, Harrjr London, of 
Chicago^ and Herr Yierock, late of Bavaria, the 
Utter speaking entirely in German. A significant 
feature of his speech was an allnsion to the recent 
flag oQtrsge at the Wasliington Capitol, conpled 
with the remark that the incident wss not astonish- 
ing, bot merely ^* a trifle premature. *' *^ Wait bnt 
a few montlis, my friends,*' obserred Herr Yiereck, 
" and you will see it floating there daily, and no 
one will dare to take it down, either.** The senti- 
ment was greeted witli tremendous applause by the 
Oerman aeetion of the meeting.

' Jliehnumdf Fn., July 29 th. — Nothing more 
daariy diadoees the lawlea and desperate character 
of the Labor Party^a adherents than the dastardly 
attempt upon the life of Senator Fitzhogh Lee 
to-night at the Nationalist mass-meeting on Capitol 
Hill. Hon. Burton Harrison, of New York, had 
jost oondnded a masterly speech and retired to his 
seat on tlie platform, and Judge Daniel, who pre- 
sided, was in the act of introducing Senator Lee, 
who at that moment was advancing to the front to 
salute the audience, when suddenly an indiridual 
standing in the front row of the crowd, immediately 
under the pktfonn, took deh'berate aim with a pistol 
and fired, before the bystanders fully realized what 
he was doing. The ball whistled close to the Sena- 
tor's head and imbedded itself in the wooden parti- 
tion erected behind the speaker's stand. The assail- 
ant, in spite of desperate struggles, was immediately 
disarmed, and barely escaped lynching. In imper- 
fect English he raped and swore at his failure to 
accomplish his purpose, which he frankly admitted 
waa to take the life of the Senator, whom he de- 
nounoed as '^an enemy to American freedom." 
He was taken to the police station, followed by a 
throng who vainly endeavored several times to take 
him away from the oSicers. The jail ia now (12 
midnight) strongly guarded by a company of the 
Bichmood ^ues, and no further trouble ia antici- 
pated. The prisoner proves to be one Heinricli 
Runs, a shoemaker, who immigrated to this country 






from WOrtemberg about two years ago, and who 
reached Richmond only last week in search of em- 
ployment His language is of the ultra- Anarchist 
kind, varied by occasional cheers for *^ Sch&rmann 
and Smith.*' 

Senator Lee proceeded with his speech as soon as 
the excitement had subsided, and made one of the 
most eloquent and telling hits of the campaign. 
At the close of the meeting he was escorted to the 
Westmoreland Club House by an enthusiastic pro- 
cessioti of fully ten thousand people.

PhUaddphia, ^ii^im^ 17^.— The Presidential 
campaign daily increases in vehemence, with the 
cliances as yet about equally divided as to the re- 
sult. Much comment is made in the Nationalist 
press concerning a rumored bai^n between the 
French Panama Canal shareholders and the leaden 
of the Labor Party, whereby, in consideimtion of a 
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large contrilmtion in ready monoy — ^£400,000 is tlio 
snm nained — to the Labor eampaign fandi tlio 
Labor Party agree, in the event of obtaining con- 
trol of the (Jovemmenti to reanscitato the Panama 
projeet nnder the aoapioes of the Federal Treaanry. 
The repliea of tlio Labor oiipma to this aocusatioii 
are ovaaire, and do not dispel the popular anspioion 
tliat anch an agreement exista. The Labor loaders 
are well supplied with funds ; indeedi enormous 
sums are being spent by both parties in printing 
political documental and in processions, decorations, 
and public meetings. It is stated thst on one single 
evening last week no less tlian two tlionsand public 
orators spoke in various parts of the Union, at the ^ 
expense of the Nationalist Executive Committee. 
The entire country is already in a state of political 
fermenti altliough the campaign hss still over two 
months to run. The Bouthem negroes, who four 
years ago voted almost solidly with the Labor Party, 
are evincing aigns of great discontent, and threaten 
to go over en tnass^ to tho Nationalist side. Local 
disorders are frequent, the Labor Party adherents 
displaying everywhere a malicious tendency in 
attacking Nationalist d nb-rooms or processions. In 
many cases they have gone so fsr as to bum or par- 
tially demolish places of worship or private dwell- 
ings. Public feeling is greatly irritated thereby. 
The. Nationalist candidates, Messrs. Adams and 
Lee, win golden opiniona by a straightforward and 
patriotio enundation of their sentiments on all lead* 
ing public topics, while the complete silence of 
their opponents in regard thereto elicits general re- 



mark. A notable coining political demonstration 
is the proposed Nationalist Centennial Celebration 
at Philadelphia on the 17th prox.,on the hundredth 
anniversary of the delivery of Washington's Fare- 
well Address. All of the original States of the 
Union will be represented by uniformed bodies of 
soldiery and political organiaations, and it is ex- 
pected that Nationalist delegations from every part 
of the Union will participate. It had Iksou origi- 
nally proposed to hold the celebration at Mt Vernon, 
the tomb of Washington ; but this city was iinally 
chosen as offering greater facility of access and 
greater accommodation for tlie thousanda of visitom 
oertain to attend.

New OrUanif September a^— The citj has been 
in a fever of excitement all daj consequent npon a 
riot whieh broke out kst night in the Third Dis- 
trict, and which has threatened to lead to general 
disorder. While a mass-meeting of colored Nation- 
alista, presided, over by Dr. B. R. Pinchbaek, was 
in progress on Eijsfain Fields Street hwt evening, 
an attack was made npon it bj a crowd of roughs 



led on bj one Dominico Ferrari, a prominent ward 
politician of the Labor Part/. Tho colored men, 
however, stood their ground manfuilj, and not only 
repelled their assaifauits, but followed them up, and 
succeeded in surrounding a hundred or more of 
them in the old Pontchartrain Depot, pending the 
arrival of a suflicient police force to arrest the en- 
tire party. The Labor men moaiiwhilo liaving 
become largely re-enforced, renewed the attack, 
disperBcd the colored mon, and intrendiing them- 
selves in tlie depot, resolved to resist tlie police in 
their attempt to arrest the offendere. Tlie first de- 
tachment of two platoons, on their arrival from 
Jackson Square, under command of Sergeant Baker, 
were fired into by the rioters, and after a gallant 
but ineffectual effort to dislodge tliem, fell back to 
the Levee to await re-enforcements. Mayor Buck, 
who had been called b^ tclophoiie to the City Ilall 
at tlie first outbreak of the disturbance, at once 
ordered Chief Adams to send his entire disposable 
force to the scene of the riot, and tlien drove to tlie 
residence of General Meyer, with whom he held a 
conference. Tho latter gentleman, acting with 
equal promptness, at once gave the necessary orders 
for calling out the Crescent Guards, the Conti- 
nentals, and the Washington Artillery, and by S 
A.n. these commands were assembled at their re- 
spective armories ready for duty. Tlie riot luid 
meanwhile assumed serious dimensions, and had 
spread to other parte of the city. Dislodged from 
the Pontchartrain Depot by an overwhelming police 
charge, the rioters had taken possession of the 
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neighboring baildings, and held thom against every 
attack. A colored Nationalist dnb-room on Julia 
Street, near Tchonpitonlas, had been gnttod by a 
Labor mob, and tbo A f rican Sion Church in Mag- 
nolia Street was in flaines. Tho appearanoo of tlio 
troops, however, restored comparative order. The 
Oontinentals were hold in rosonro at tho City Ilall, 
tlio Crescent Guards were assigned to patrol duty 
in tlie First and Fourth Districts, and the Washing, 
ton Artillery marched at once to tho scene of the 
principal disturbance, where General Meyer, draw- 
ing up his men and guns on the Levee, quickly 
gave the rioters to understand that he meant bnsi- 
neaa. After a few straggling shoU they fled from 
the buildings by tho rear passageways, and sue- 
ceeded in most cases in temporarily eluding capture. 
During the night, however, over three hundred 
arrests were made and the prisoners confined In the 
station at Jackson Square, under strong military 
guard. Shortly after, daylight a force of armed 
Labor men, estimated at two thousand strong, with 
a field howitzer which they had obtained from 
Algiers, marehed down the Levop from Canal Street 
and prepared to attack the Jackson Square Station. 
A severe engagement ensued, lasting for half an 
hour, and terminating in the complete rout of the 
insuigents, about fifty of whom were left dead on 
the Levee. The troops ulso sustained considerable 
loss. Up to the present time (4 p,ic.) there has 
been no renewal of the attack, but great apprehen- 
•ions are entertained for to-night. Tlie troops and 
police remain under arms, and companies of in- 
fMitiy from Baton Ronge, Opelonsas, and Franklin 
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are expected this evening. It is imiKwsiblo at pres- 
ent to estimate tlio total loss of life since the dis- 
turbance began, but it is safe to estimate that fully 
two hundred persons have been killed. The Labor 
Party are intensely embittered against tho colored 
population, whom they accuse of deserting their 
political colors and going over in a body to the 
Nationalist cause. 

LaUr^ 1 A,M, — With tlie exception of a number 
of personal encounters between laborore and colored 
men indifferent parts of tho city, tliere has been no 
renewal of tho disturbances of yesterday. Sufiicient 
troops and police, aided by armed liodies of citizen 
veteran soldiers (G. A. II. and confederates), are 
now at hand to quell any possible outbreak.

Philadelphia^ 12.30 Noon. — From an earljr hour 
tliis morning everybody has been in motion. 
Crowds of people streamed from every side in tlio 
direction of Indei)ondence Sc^nare, which as early 
as balf-past 8 vras already packed to repletion. 
The decoration of the Square and Oonrt House and 
of the surrounding buildings is indescribably im- 
posing and beautiful — in fact, every principal street 
is transformed by flags and banners into a kaleido- 
scope of waving colors, while the forest of masts on 
the Delaware vie in their decorations with those on 
shore. The day was ushered in by salutes at sun- 
rise from a battery of the Third Um'tcd States 
Artillery encamped in Fainnount Park and from 
the war vesseb in the stream, tlie French ships 
joining merrily in the cannonade. The ferries 
were actively engaged with all the extra lK>ats 
available in bringing over military and political 
bodies just arriving or which had passed tlie night 
in Camden. In fact, up to this time of writing 
(noon) some of the bodies which are to marcli in 
the parade at 2 this afternoon have not yet landed or 
arrived by rail, so tremendous has been the demand 
for transportation facilities. It is believed, liow- 
ever, that all will be here in season. 

Precisely at 10 o'clock the tall, commanding 
figure of the President of the United States was 
seen approaching the front of the platform which 
luid been erected at the north side of the Square

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for tho nao of tlio presiding officer, the committee, 
OovemofB of States, and the Diplomatic Corps. In 
an instant tlio immenso assemblage recognised its 
beloved Cliief Magistrate, and gave expression to 
its enthusiasm in repeated outbursts of patriotic 
cheering. At the same time tho Marine Band 
Btmek up **IIail to the Chief," and for a few 
moments it was a question which could make itself 
audible, the band or the populace. Finally the 
tumult subsided, and the President said : << My 
friends and fellow-citisens, I call this meeting to 
order, and invite the Chaplain of the United States 
Senate, Kev. Mr. Milbum, to invoke tho Divine 
blessing upon this assemblage and its deliberations. '' 
During the prayer the entire audience remained 
standing and uncovered, amid a stillness which con- 
trastod vividly with the tumult of a moment before. 
The reverend gentleman, in a few well-chosen, 
earnest sentences, invoked the blessing of tho 
Almighty upon his hearers and upon the land they 
loved so well ; ho prayed that the memory and 
teachings of the beloved Father of his Country might 
be with them in all their political councils, and tliat 
the patriotic inspirations of to-day*s meeting might, 
in Ood*s goodness, lead to a lasting tirumph for 
Truth and Right throughout tho length and breadth 
of the Union which our fathers founded ; " that all 
may redound," he concluded, "to Thy honor and 
glory, to the advancement of Thy Church, and to 
the safety, honor, and welfare of Tliy peoplo— and 
this we pray for Jesus Clirist's sake. Amen. " 
The venerable George W. Childs, as he eame 
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forward to deliver the Address of Welcome, was 
wannly received. He rocalied the proverbial hos- 
pitality of the Quaker City, and said there was no 
l>ettor proof of it required tlian his merely citing 
tho fact tiiat it was there tliat in the time of our 
stormiest trials during the Bevolution tho Conti- 
nental Congress and the Government had found a 
home. (Applause.) It is a privilege of which tho 
City of Brotherly Love is proud that she can re- 
ceive to-day within her gates, on this inspiring 
occasion, the patriotic sons of every State in tho 
Union, and say to them : *• Welcome, thrice wel- 
come to you all, lovers and followers of the name 
and teachings of the immortal Wasln'ngton. May 
this sacred spot, sanctified by the holiest memories 
of a century ago, ever be the Mecca to whicli patri- 
ot hearts shall turn and patriot footsteps journey ; 
may this blessed Union of States, founded in suffer- 
ing and trial, and perpetuated in fidelity and forti- 
tude, ever continue as a terror to tyrants and a 
beacon light to lovers of liberty. Again, my 
friends, one and all, I welcome you to Pln'ladelphia, 
the cradle of American liberties." 

Tlie President's reply was short, but to the point. 
In the namo of tlioso present from every part of the 
country over whoso destinies he had tho honor at 
present to preside, he expressed the deep vense of 
gratitude, veneration, and loveexiBtiiig in tlio heart 
of every good American toward tiie city of Phlla- 
delphia for her glorious and unselfish services, past 
and present, to the Union. And tlie proof of it 
was to be seen here to-day, where from tho most 
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States and TerritorieSi from the Oanadian 
border to the Bio Grande, from the Atlantic to the 
Padfie, aU sections of the Union were represented 
bj doTOted pilgrims who had come to this Mecca 
of patriotSi bringing with them their tribute of 
grateful acknowledgment. In the name of all 
thesci the President thanked the noble, warm- 
hearted Oitjr of Brotherly Love for its cordial wel- 
come. Each yifiitor would carry home with him a 
thankful remembrance of its generous, unstinted 
hospitality. 

The reading of Washington's Farewell Address 
by Senator Edmunds, of Yermonti was attentively 
listened to by the assemblage. By previous 
arrangement several portions of the document 
strictly pertaining to matters which have no possible 
interest at the present time were omitted, and the 
reading was ooniBned solely to those sections appli- 
cable to existing National issues. The Senator read 
in a distinct, audible tone, and as he concluded was 
warmly congratulated by those about him, the audi* 
eoce decorously refraining from applause. 

The masterpiece of the day was unquestionably 
Mr. Hewitt's oration, which, though lasting fully 
an hour, completely absorbed the attention of the 
vast audience during its delivery, and frequently 
elicited enthusiastic outbursts of applause. The 
orator's comparison of the National issues of one 
hundred years ago with those of to-day, his graphic 
•ketch of the country's growth and development, 
political, social, and material, and his final eloquent 
appeal to the patriotic impulses of his hearers made 
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his speech one fully worthy of the great occasion. 
At the hour of writing it is only possible to tele- 
graph the foregoing brief synopsis ; the oration will 
appear in full in the afternoon press of this city. 

After singing the air '' America" to the words 
*' My Country, 'tis of thee," with magnificent effect, 
tlie assemblage listened with uncovered heads to 
Bishop Beckwith's solemn benediction, and then 
quietly dispersed. 

The streets along the line of march of this after- 
noon's procession are already densely crowded witli 
sightseers. It is stated that as high as $500 has 
been paid for a balcony at the comer of Broad and 
Market. The grand reviewing stand is on the east 
side of Broad just below Chestnut

Tlie aoene at tlio grand stand, on Broad near 
Cliestnat, daring the passage of this vast procession 
was one of indescribable enthusiasm. The Presi- 
dent of the United States, with Mr. Adams on his 
right and Senator Lee on his left^ stood with on- 
covered head, constantly acknowledging the march- 
ing salutes tendered him by the passing bodies of 
troops and dobs. In his immediate vicinity were 
the governors of all the first sixteen States, as well 
as those of Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Maine, Missoori, 
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and West Yirginia, twentj,-two governora in all, 
tho Mayor of Philadelphia, the Vice-President, 
many Senators and Congressmen, the Diplomatic 
Corps, consols, and the Centennial Central Com- 
mittee, while the nppor rear seats of the platform 
were filled with ladies, whose bright costumes and 
fair faces gave additional animation to the scene. 
The President was in the best of hamor and re- 
peatedly expressed his enthusiasm at the extent and 
grandeur of the passing display. The

were so endless in rarioty that to attempt any de- 
scription of them in Uiis brief space of time were 
impossible. Each State detachment as it appeared 
with its State colors seemed to awaken greater en- 
tliusiasm than its predecessor. Tho effect produced 
by the many colored uniforms, the sheen of the 
thousands of glittering bayonets, the trappings of 
the caralry, and the ponderous roll of the artillery, 
with countless United States flags waving in the 
breeae above them all, was indescribably beautiful 
and inspiring. Every man in the line mardied 
with a proud, firm step, as if upon him singly the 
eyes of all were centred. Especial enthusiasm was 
elicited by tlie appearance of the Louisiana, Texas, 
California, and Oregon troops, who had come so 
far to participate in to-day's pagoant The Burgess 
Troop of Albany, the Putnam Phalanx of Hart- 
ford, the Bush Zouaves of St. Louis, and the Lomax 
Rifles of Mobile were each in turn recognised and 
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heartily cheered. Where nearly every crack regi- 
ment and company in tlie country was present, to 
make comparisons is impossible. A grander display 
of citizen soldiery has never, it may be safely said, 
been witnessed in this or any other land.

And still tlie apparently endless train of march- 
ing men moves on. Now come the political organ- 
izations, first the Virginians carrying in the van a 
model of Mt Vernon, with the device, " WeMI 
defend it." The New York delegations were an 
army in themselves, bearing innumerable patriotic 
banners and mottoes. From the Bay State came a 
miniature Bunker Hill Monument inscribed, " We 
remember Warren." The Maine men followed a 
huge pine-tree, the South Carolinians a palmetto, 
the Louisianians a pelican feeding her young. The 
Pennsylvania clubs were preceded by a platform 
drawn by eight white horses and bearing a group 
of sixteen young ladies dressed in red, white, and 
blue, representing the sixteen States. Dakota had 
a transparency inscribed, '' We entered late, but 
we've come to stay." Montana, " A young sister, 
but a patriotic one.' ' The Vermonters announced, 
** We'll take care of Molly Stark. Let every man 
do his duty. ' ' New Jersey patriotically said, ' ' Pu t 
none but Americans on guard to-night." Illinois 
exclaimed, '*No more foreigners inoflSce." The 
Baltimore colored club excited greet merriment and 
apphrase by their motto, *' Not Naturalized, but 
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Natiye.'* The North Carolina men carried a lire 
opoitttm on a pole, flanked bj the inaeription, ** I 
am no foreigner." Great applanae waa bestowed 
npon the display of an immense stnSed eagle with 
ontstretched wings, carried by the delegation from 
Oolofado. 

THB innCBBB IN LIHB. 

An approximate connt gircs the namber in line 
at qnite one hundred thoosand men. Some of the 
companies, the Detroit military and the Florida 
dnbsy reached here in season to join their respeo- 
tire divisioos only after the head of the line had 
started. To giro an idea of the length of the pro- 
eessioni it msy be stated that the Virginia troops, 
who led the van, liad already returned to the start- 
ing-point and disbanded before the end of the last 
diTision had passed the reviewing stand. 

AI^OKO THB BOOTB. 

The greatest crush was at the comer of Broad 
and Market ; at Broad and Arch the pressure was 
also so enormous that the police with difliculty kept 
open sufficient wheeling space for the platoons. 
At Arch and Tenth one of the Oity Troop's horses 
slipped, breaking the leg of its rider, Prirate Clip* 
porton. He was cared for in an adjacent pharmacy. 
The decorationa at every crossing along the entire 
route were elaborate. Arches of evergreen spanned 
every corner^ all bearing appropriate historical 
mottoes. That at Third and Chestnut was espe- 
eiaUy noticeable, bearing the legend, ** America for 
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Americans,'* and was loudly cheered by the passing 
dubs. In Chestnut Street from Third to Ninth, 
and on Walnut from Ninth to Broad, not an inch 
of standing-room on sidewalk or housetop was un- 
occupied, and every window was crowded with en- 
thusiastic lookers-on. Trees and telegraph-poles 
along the entire route were occupied by the irre- 
pressible juvenile population, some of whom had 
held their places since the morning hours in order 
to gain a good riew of the passing show. So far 
as heard from up to the present time, no accidents 
resulting in loss of life have been reported, which 
is remarkable, in view of the tremendous jam of 
humanity gathered in the public thoroughfarea.

WoMngUm^ September 28<{.— Notwithstanding 
the efforta of the police anthoritiea to keep tho 
matter qniet, it haa leaked oat that a daatardly plot 
to blow vp the Waahington Monument in this city 
with dynamite barely failed of execution last Thnrs- 
day erening while the featiTitiea were in progreaa 
al Fhihdelphia. Aa far aa can be ascertained, the 
intentiona of the miscreanta were f mstrated by a 
moat fortnna^ accident. Henry Hnghoa, a janitor 
employed at tiie Department of Agricoltore, was 
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obUged about 10 p.m. to go for somo medicine for 
one of his children who was sick ; on his return, as 
he passed about Uiree hundred feet south of tho 
monument ho trippod upon wliat appeared to bo a 
string or cord, and sustained a severe fall. Curious 
to learn the cause of his mishap, he searched in the 
grass and found a thin wire, wliicli had boon 
snapped in two by his foot striking it. One of the 
extremities extended in tho direction of the monu- 
ment, the other toward tho river. Ilni^hcs quickly 
gave the alarm to the night watchman in tho monu- 
ment, and a further search led to tiio discovery tliat 
directly against the south base of the structure a tin 
box containing what proved to bo a sufficient charge 
of dynamite to rend tlio foundation had boon 
placed. Quickly following up the wire in the other 
direction, it was found to load to the river-bank, but 
there the wire and tho clow ended. During the 
week that has since elapsed detectives have vainly 
en4eavorod to unearth the would-be pcrpetraton. 
Tho thM>ry is that it had been intended to oxplode 
the chai^ by electric communication from a small 
boat on the Potomac, thus enabling the miscreants, 
in the alarm and confusion, to escape undetected.

IS MR SOHfTBHANN ELIGIBLE f 

The question as to whether the Labor candidate 
for the Presidency would, if chosen by a majority 
of the electoral vote, be entitled under the Oonsti- 
tution to take his seat is one which since his nomi- 
nation at Ohicago has been frequently and freely dis- 
cussed, but not satisfactorily disposed of. The facts 
which are fully admitted by both parties in regard 
to Mr. Schfirmann are these — namely, that his par- 
ents, Johannes Schiirmann and Barbara, his wife, 
reached New York by the sailing ship Hamburg, of 
the Bkck Ball Line, on the 18th day of August, 
1848, as German immigrants, and that on the follow- 
ing day, in a lodging-house at No. 6 Oreenwidi 
Street, the present Labor candidate for the Presi- 
dency of the United SUtes was bom. Is he, under 
these oircumstances, ** a natural-born citisen'' in 
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the sense implied by the fifth clause of Art. 11. of 
the Constitution? Various Attomoy-Gonorals of 
the United States have exprcssod tho opinion tliat a 
child bom in this country of alien parents, wlio 
]iavo not been natnralixod, is, by tlie fact of birtli, 
a native-bom citizen entitled to all rights and priv- 
ileges as such, and the State Department has always 
acted on this presumption in deciding upon (ques- 
tions of tliis nature brought before it. There is, 
however, no United States statute containing any 
provision on the subject, nor have any judicial de- 
cisions ever been made in regard to it. It is at best 
an open question, and one winch should liavo made 
Mr. Schiinnann^s nomination under any circum- 
stances an impossibility. Fortunately, the result of 
the campaign appears no longer doubtful, yet to 
the misguided voters of tho Labor Party, even 
when led up to a forlorn hope at the polls, it would 
no doubt be some consolation to know tlwt they 
were casting their votes for a candidate concerning 
whoso eligibility no possible question could bo after- 
ward raised.

THE UNITED STATES. 

PhOaddphia, October 14tA.— The Presidential*^ 
campaign ecmtinues to increase in vehemence as it 
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nears its dose, and collisions between the members 
of tlie opposing parties are daily reported from 
some part of the country, C6i>ccially from tiic South, 
where tho negroes are exposed to bitter persecution 
by the Labor clement, wliose cause tiiey have now 
practically nlmndoncd. The patriotic sentiment 
aroused by tho late centennial demonstration in this 
city has found its echo in every corner of tho land, 
and the enthusiasm with which the Nationalists aro 
now conducting their camimign by appealing to the 
genuine American feeling of all native-born citizens 
amounts almost to a fanaticism. Old citizens who 
remember the Know-Nothing times say that tho 
opposition to foreigners at that time was not near 
so widespread as now. Yet this sentiment is to-day 
tempered with toleration toward all foreign-bom 
citiaens who show a disposition to respect tho tradi- 
tions and usages of the country ; the bitterness, 
however, is great toward the imported Socialist 
element, and it is predicted that in the event of the 
National Party again obtaining control of tho Gov- 
ernment — which now seems more tlian probable — 
very stringent measures will be promptly taken, on 
the strength of tho present campaign's develop- 
ments, to crush out Socialism completely and for- 
ever in the United States. 

It is rumored that the Labor leaders are out of 
funds and discouraged. To this fact may be 
ascribed the proclamation they have recently made 
advising their followers that parades and torcli-light 
processions be entirely dispensed-^with during the

AN ATTEMPTED RESCUE. 



New Tark, October 17^A.— Tliis afternoon, about 
4 o'clock, as Herr von Borger, thu Ocnnan Consnl- 
General for this city, was leaving the Consuhite at 
Bowling Green and about taking a Broadway street 
car, he was approached by two individuals, one of 
whom called him loudly by name. Herr von 
Beiger turned, and some conversation, the purport 
of which 1ms not yet been learned, passed between 
him and the others, whon one of the two strangers 
was seen to strike him several times upon the head 
and shoulder^ with a hekvj cane, felling him to the 
sidewalk, where he was found insensible. His 
assaihtfits ran rapidly toward the Battery, but were 
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pursued by a number of persons who luid witnessed 
the attack. Among these were Officer Perry and 
Detective Wilkins, of the Com Exclmngo, who 
succeeded in overtaking and capturing one of the 
two near Castle Ghirden ; the other ran more rap- 
idly, but was also taken near the Staton Island ferry 
gate, and both were brought back to the scone of 
the outrage. They gave their names as Friedrich 
Seiler, cabinet-maker, 900 First Avenue, and Hein- 
rich Niederer, cigar-maker, 21 Forsyth Street, but 
refused any further statement as to their motive in 
committing the act. A crowd numbering two or 
three thousand persons luul meanwhile been at- 
tracted by the disturbance, and the officers found it 
somewhat difficult to retain control of their pris- 
oners. They started with them up Broadway 
toward the New Street station house, but at the 
comer of Beaver a rush was made to rescue the 
prisoners, which, but for the timely arrival of Cor- 
poral Burns with four additional policemen, might 
have proved suoceasful. The two were, however, 
safely lodged in the station house, around which a 
crowd gathered abusing the police and using angry 
menaces. A message was sent to the inspector 
at headquarters, who at once despatched a sufficient 
force to scatter the mob, and Seiler and Niederer, 
under a strong escort, were then removed to the 
Tombs, where they now await a hearing. Consul- 
General von Bergor^s injuries, though painful, are 
not so dangerous as was at first supposed. He was 
taken to his residence in Forty-fifth Street, where 
he is now under medical care.

Wa9MngUm^ October lO^A.— The assault upon 
the Gorman Oonsul-Gcnoral at New York by.two 
Labor men promises to load to diplomatic compli- 
cations. To-day the German Minister to the United 
States^ Herr von Bulow, called at the State Depart- 
ment and informed the Secretary that instructions 
had reached him from Berlin to request tlie United 
States authorities to take urgent action looking to 
the summary punisliment of the offenden. The 
Secretary stated hi reply that he had alreadv taken 
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information in the matter, and ascertained that the 
perpetrators of the cowardly assault were both Ger- 
man subjects, tlie one, Soiler, Imving only arrived 
in the country last spring, while Niederer, the prin- 
cipal assailant, has been eight years in tlie United 
States without having declared his intention to 
become a citisen« He is a notorious agitator, and 
has caused untold trouble among the workingmcn 
both in New York and in Chicago, where he 
formerly lived. The Secretary fnrtlior informed 
Herr von Bulow that the crime was one coming 
under the laws of the State of New York, and pun- 
islmblc by the New York authorities, by whom, ho 
did not doubt, summary judgment would bo in- 
flicted. Should this, however, not prove to be the 
case, proper measures would be taken by the Fed- 
eral authorities to redress the wrong. 

The information that the offenders were foUow- 
citicens of liis own somewhat surprised Minister von 
Bulow, and considerably modified the nature of the 
interview. He withdrew, promising to report the 
Secretary's statements to his Government, pending 
further instructions. Tlio opinion of competent 
authorities here is that it is preposterous to attempt 
to hold the Government of the United States re- 
sponsible for the act of two lawless aliens. The 
whole affair makes a deep and painful impression 
as showing the temper of tlio Labor element and 
the endless complications which its advent to power 
wouVl involve.

1.80 P.if.— The crowds that have gathered 
around the polls throughout the dty since before 
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sunrise this morning are nnprccodontcdiy large. 
Everybody is determined to cast his vote in to-day*s 
contest, even though it costs him many hours of 
waiting. Bankers and stroot-swcopers, scientists 
and wood-sawyers, clergymen and bucket-shop 
keepers, gray-haired veterans and beardless young 
voters may all be seen crowded in side by side 
together waiting for their turn to deposit their 
ballot A prominent Nationalist romnrked tliis 
noon that to-day's vote will bo the fullest ever 
polled in New York City. 

There has been no disorder of any importance.

At 
Ninth Avenue and Thirty-first Street, about 10 A.if: , 
Thomas Brennan, of Steam Fire-Engiue 21, who 
had just voted a National ticket, was followed by 
two men named Kats and Ileimer, who denounced 
him in the foulest language and dared him to fight. 
Brennan, who is powerfully built, knocked boUi of 
them down, when Kats drew a pistol and, firing, 
lodged a ball in Bronnan's arm. Both he and 
Heimer then fled, but wore arrested on Eighth 
Avenue near Thirty-second Street and locked up. 
Brennan*s wound is not dangerous.
